45,000 residents homeless. 
The 
fire 
originated 
in 
the 
Korn 
leather factory on the west side of 
the city, swept through the shoe and 
leather manufacturing district, ruin­ 
ing every building in a curving path 
two miles long and more than half a 
mile wide. 
Burning embers, carried by a strong 
northwest wind, started fires in two 
other sections, the fashionable resi­ 
dential district adjacent to lafayette 
street and a manuiacuring and tene­ 
ment house district on the peninsula 
bounded by Pam er's Cove, South R iv ­ 
al and the water front. 
Later brands kindled a fourth fire 
In the plant of the Salem Oil com­ 
pany In Mason street, northwest of 
the Essex county courthouse. 
A terrific explosion occurred when 
the oil tanks blew' up and showers of 
sparks fell threateningly on a part of 
the town that before had not been in 
Imminent danger. 
This fire, however, 


was checked after it had destroyed 
the oil company’s plant and thirteen 
bouses. 
When the flames were believed to 
be under control all the historic and 
literary landmarks had escaped do 
atruction.

At the start the water pressure was 
low and when the fight became des­ 
perate a great water main near B ev­ 
erly bridge broke, leaving the firemen 
practically helpless.
